Thus far, 
the original line, which was pracc- 
cally imaginaty, has been proyen al- 
most absolutely correct, and tne 
small divergence will neither cause 
gain or loss to either Canada or this 
country. There will be absolutely 
no difference in jurisdiction of the 
respective governments Over the min- 
ing or other claims in the Yukon 
valley as a result of the new claims.

SUMMER TRAGEDY 


NEAR MONTREAL 


Daughter of Late Sir William 
Hingston and Shirley David- 
son Drowned. 


Montreal, Aug, 5.—Montreal society 
was shocked to-day by the announce- 
ment of the death by drowning of two

/ “On the whole, I belicve what has 
occurred is good for home rule. If 
the council’s bill had passed the 
House of Commons, most unquestion- 
ably it would have been rejected by 
the House of Lords, and it would then 
have passed into the program of the 
Liberal party as its Irish policy. That 
and that alone would have been the 
irish policy submitted to the electors 
at the next general election, and 
home rule would have been still fur- 
ther from the purview of the near 
future, 
‘Now, no such misfortune can oc- 
eur. No policy of evolution or half 
measures can or will be part of the 
Liberal program or be submitted to 
the electors at the next elections. That 
policy is dead and buried, 
Home Rulie or Coercion. 

“The Irish policy of the Liberal 
party must be home rule or coercion, 
and inasmuch as the overwhelming 
majority of the present Liberal party 
and the entire cabinet, except five 
men, is made up of those who be- 
lieve in Mr. Gladstone’s policy, I 
have little doubt that the next time 
the electors are appealed to home rule 

y Ireland will be a foremost and 

openly avowed portion of the Lib- 
hl program, 

“fet it be remembered that the 
time for that appeal is not far dist~ 
ant, The resolution adopted by the 
House of Commons by a majority of 
285 calling for the practical abolition 
of the veto of the House of Lords will 
be followed next year by a bill to 
carry it into effect. That bill will be 
passed by the lower House by enorm- 
ous majorities, and will be rejected 
sans phrase by the House of Lords, 

Beginning of the End. 

“In an autumn session next year, 
in all probability, it will be again 
passed by the House of Commons and 
again rejected by the peers. That will 
be the beginning of the end,and it is 
not taking much risk to prophesy 
that January, 1909, will witness a 
general election on the question of 
the House of Lords. 

“Should the Liberals return with a 
substantial, even though largely re- 
duced, majority (ior it must be re-

After 
speaking of the care of government, 
Mr. O’Connor says: . 

“And now what manner cf man is 
he who bears upon his shoulders this 
Atlantean burden? The best de- 
scription I ever heard of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was given to me by a very 
interesting Canadian personality. 
Mr. Ross, who was for many years 
prime minister of the province of On- 
tario. ‘Sir Wilfrid Laurier,’ said 
this dour, gnarled, kindly, shrewd old 
Scotch-Canadian, ‘is a picture gallery 
all in himself,’ This phrase which I 
will always remember as witty and 
pieturesque—gives you some idea of 
the impression which the appearance 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier makes upon 
you. He is like some splendid por- 
trait inat has walked down from the 
walls of a mediaeval French chateau 
and is gain stalking the ear. You 
could never mistake him for anytuing 
but a man of French, blood, . Nor 
could you, at the same time, ever 
take him for a modern Frenchman. 

itu all his intensely progressive 
and broad spirit, Sir Wi:frid looks wus 
man of the chateau and of -ue 
eighteenth century; the Frenchman 
born before the F.ench Revolution; 
one who had exchanged repartees 
with VYeltaire; who had smiled be- 
nignly at some of ‘alleyrand’s jokes 
on the gullibility or mankind. 

Imagine a very tall, a very slight, 
almost a bony figure; imagine a face 
exactly the same—that is to say, 
long, narrow and bony—and you will 
have some idea of what Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier is like in the flesh. There 
is not a spare ounce on that body, 
which, nevertheless, seems as alert, 
active and enduring as that of some 
deerhound. The face seems to con- 
centrate itself in the mouth, which is 
large—as is the mouth usually of the 
orator—mobile, slightly pursed. The 
face is clean shaven, which also gives 
a certain look at once of academic 
distinction and of eighteenth century 
character. You could take him, if 
you did not know him, for a great 
scientific scholar, for a professor of 
letters, for a high ecclesiastic—one 
who was a cardinal, and might be a 
Pope; or you might fancy toat he was 
a brilliant wic and encyclopaedist— 
one of the band that prepared the 
French revolution, You could take 
him for many things, but never for 
anything that was not intellectual, 
distinguished and well born, 

And there is about the whole man a 
certain trimness and precision which 
are almost suggestive of France and 
of the eighteenth century, He dresses 
with a perfect appropriateness to his 
figure, his face, and even his position. 
The coat is usually a frock coat wits 
spacious tails; the waisteoat—if I 
remember rightly—is somewhat low 
cut; and his collars are, in their 
way, as prominent and remarkable as 
those of Mr. Gladstone. Like Mr. 
Gladstone’s, Sir Wilfrid’s collars are 
stand-up, immense, slightly  old- 
fas..oned in cut and suggestion. 
These collars are so much a part of 
the man and of his dress they seem 
to fit in so splendidly that everybody 
remarks them and remembers them, 
and they form as much a part of the 
stock-in-trade of the caricaturist of 
Canada as the collars of Gladstone 
did of Punch. They accentuate the 
length, the narrowness and the dis- 
tinction of the jong. thin, intellectual 
somewhat ascetic face; they increase 
your sense of looking at the man who 
—as Mr. Koss put it to me—is 
whole picture gallery in bimself. 

As an orator his English is perfect; 
but at the same time there is just a 
remnant of the French accent of his 
boyhood, He speaks—in this res- 
pect being unlike the typical French- 
iman—somewhat slowly and deliber- 
ately; but he is also French in -ae 
clearness and carefulness of utter- 
ance, and thus English when spoken 
by him sounds a little like French; 
every syllable gets full justice; you 
have something of the feeling you ex- 
perience when you are listening to 
Coquelin or some other great artist 
trained in the Comedie Francaise of 
listening even in private conversation 
to the melodious and poised cadence 
of vhe Alexandrine, 


in the morning he pointed out to me 
the house of the rime minister— 
which was exactly like his own, the 
typical modest Canadian house— 
with its two or three stories, its long 
verandah, its general impression of 
lightness, airiness and comfort. 
Here it was—in this small medel 
house—that there dwelt a man who 
rules some millions of men and one 
of the vastest and most powerful 
eountries in the world. Such a 
habitation bespeaks the character and 
also the career of the man. _ I dare 
not talk of the temptations that were 
open to a man in his position, for 
nothing could tempt him to deflect 
by a hair’s breadth from a straight 
path of perfect integrity—but every- 
body will know that a man who lives 
in a country growing from hour to 
hour with gigantic rapidity and size 
might easily become a multi-million- 
aire if he so desired. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier has remained the man with 
modest tastes, a modest house, a 
modest income. He has preferred in 
life the greater and purer glory of 
serving his country and his country- 
men, with no other reward than the 
modest remuneration of their minis- 
terial salary and the immeasurable 
extent of their affection and respect.

Toronto, Aug. 5.—The medical health 
department of the city is doing a large 
business these days in the matter of tak- 
ing the strictest precautions to prevent 
any further spread of the smallpox 
epidemic, 

Following the removal of the man 
from the Salvation Army Metropole, or 
men’s lodging house, at the corner of 
Wilton avenue and Victoria street, Dr. 
Sheard has now 41 men quarantined in 
the building. Eight of these were lodg- 
ers, when the man was removed yester- 
day, and the rest had been at the house 
during the past few days. 

Dr. Sheard traves the last case also 
to the one-armed pedler who was taken 
to the Isolation Hospital some threo 
weeks ago. He had slept at the Met- 
ropole the night before being taken in 
charge by the health department. 

The apartment in which he had slept 
was fumigated and closed up, and the 
Salvation Army Officers were advised 
to keep careful watch of the men and 
notify the health officer if any of the 
men appeared to be afflicted with the 
disease. 

Brigadier Collier, who has charge of 
the men’s social department of the Sal- 
vation Army, says that notice was given 
last week of a man who was thought 
to have taken the disease, but on ex- 
amination it was found not to be small- 
pox. Last Saturday night the spots be- 
gap to appear on one of the men, and 
yesterday he was examined and at once 
removed,

Opinion on Snow's Report.

DEPRESSION NOW 
IN JOHANNESBURG 


Great Financial Crisis Looked 
for. A Good Place to Steer 
Clear of. 


Johannestulrg, August 6,.—Bélieve 
me, the ‘Transvaal today is a very 
good country—to get away from, 

For nearly three years now has de- 
pression reigned iu Johannesburg. 
Unly one more stage is left—a great 
financial! crash, The people have 
become familiar with tne words 
“stagnation” and “ruin.” They have 
grown callous to insolvencies and im- 


mense lists of judgments in the 
smaller civil courts. Debts are too 
common to worry about. Book 


debts are unsaleable, 

Never before has the financial sky 
of the Rand been so dark as it is to- 
day, A cloud of the deepest, pessim- 
ism has settled over us. The gloom 
is unrelieved. It is impossible to 
find one man who looks forward with 
confidence or even hope, to the next 
twelve months. Every week re- 
trenchment becomes more drastic. 
Kvery day swells the ranks of the 
unemployed. Only the wealthiest 
can obtain credit. 

The disappearance of so many 
sound, well-established firms is signi- 
ficant, In the main streets dozens 
of shops are empty; an equal num- 
ber of good businesses have given 
way to tea-rooms or anction marts 
or sixpenny shows—anything that is 
easily started and as easily aban- 
doned, The jewellers’ shops. once 
the pride of the Rand, are almost all 
in the hands of liquidators, 

Exit the Chinese. 

To say that last Friday’s vote in the 
legislative assembiy, wnich, as Sir 
George Farrar admits, means the end 


ot Chinese labor, is solely respon- 
sible for the chaos of depression 
would be untrue. Fifty-three thou- 


sand Chinese alone have not stood 
between the Rand and ruin. 
Undoubtedly the decision of the 
government has made bad worse. It 
has removed a last hope to which 
many cling with pathetic confidence. 


People have been buoyed up by the 
assertion of the mining houses that 
Chinese labor spelt’ prosperity. Lon- 


don houes have continued their sup- 


port with the mental reservation 
tnat the Chinese vote would decide 
their «action. If favorable, they 


would persevere; if unfavorable they 
would cut their losses and get out of 
the whole business, Repatriation 
marked the end of perseverance, Lt 
was the signal for giving up. It was 
regarded as implying a continuation 
of depression. Alone it would have 
worked mischief, for in a shaky com- 
munity the the withdrawal of any 
prop is dangerous. Combined with 
the strike it has been fatal. But the 
outpuc is still £2,000,000 a month. 
rhere are 17,000 natives ready to take 
the places of the 17,000 served with 
ejéctment notices, On the face of 
it the decision should not have deep- 
ened the depression so terribly. 

But repatriation is only one of the 
tinor causes of the Rand’s decline. 
lhe real cause of tehe extraordinary 
depression lies deeper, It is partly 


reaction, partly the beginnig of a 
new pohey forced on by economie 
laws. 


The reaction is plain; everyone re 
cognizes It now, Johannesburg has 
been over-shopped, over-built, over- 
peopled. It is a town founded upon 
the sand of an unwarranted optim- 
ism. Capitalists and speculators have 
built as though for 200,000 white peo- 
ple. This madness of construction 
gave work to thousands. ‘Today it 
has ceased, and thousands are out of 
work to thousands of men. Today it 
a year the municipal valuation’ of 
Johannesburg has been weduced by 
ten millions sterling, And it is still 
sinking. 

This is bad enough. Yet the new 
policy in the industrial world — is 
worse, It has not been in operation 
long, yet it has done more harm than 
tne deporting of twice the number of 
Chinese could do, It is not peculiar 
to tne Rand, It is not confined to 
One industry or to one colony, It is 
common to all South Africa; It is 
producing as much distress in the 
Cape and Natal as it is north of the 
Vall. 


The White Man Ousted, 


The policy is simply this: the oust- 
ing of white man in the labor 
world. Perhaps it would never have 
been enforced in days of prosperity. 
But the “slump” has hastened it. Re- 
trenchment is the cry. And one way 
of retrenching has been to do with 
less white labor, Tie day of the na- 
tive as a skilled worker is approach- 
ing. It is seen on the mines. Where 
the ratio was once on white to five 
or six colored, it is now one to twelve 
or thirteen, It is difficult to blame 
the mine managers, Kuropean share- 
holdeis have demanded a reduction 
of working costs; additional capital 
cannot be secured unless; the attrae- 
tion of big profits is held out. 

So the policy is this: increase che 
efficiency of cheap colored labor, and 
decrease the number of expensive 
white overseers and — supervisors. 
rhere is no question about the poliey 
being enforced, Witness after witness 
before the mining industry commis- 
sion has admitted it, Already there 
is an agitation calling for the govern- 
ment to fix the satio by act of parlia- 
ment, to insist upon the employment 
of a certain number of white men by 
law—a revolutionary principle t» ad- 
mit, 

Added to this is the disastrous ef- 
fect of the strike, The Afrikande: 
at 108 a day is underground; the Cor- 
nish miner who used to draw any- 
thing between £50 and £150 a month 
is walking about. The Afrikander 
spends as little as possible on the 
Reef, His money goes to the veldt.
